The move marked a continuation of 
the recent rise of interest rates as the 
Federal Reserve has tightened credit 
in an effort to reduce inflationary 
pressures by curbing the growth of the 
money supply. 
Today’s early prices included ROA, 
up Vs at 26%; General Telephone & 
Electronics, off Vt at 30%, and General 
Motors, down Vt at 68%. 
On Wednesday the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial average managed a token 
advance of .18 to 854.56. 
But Dow Jones’ transportation and 
utility averages both declined, and 
losers outnumbered gainers by a 7-6 
margin on the NYSE. 
Big Board volume hit a lOmonth low 
of 14.90 million shares, held down by 
observance of the Jewish holiday Bosh 
Hashana. 
The NYSE’s composite index edged 
up .02 to 52.56. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index was off .07 at 
117.94.

“I believed in miracles,” said 
Joseph Quinlan, in a new book 
protraying the Quinlans’ struggle to 
deal with a personal ordeal that had 
captured worldwide interest. 
“Karen Ann: The Quinlans Tell 
Their Story” is a poignant behind-the- 
scenes look at the Quinlan family as 
told to Phyllis Battelle. It is to be 
released by Doubleday & Co. on Sept. 
23. 
Miss Battelle, the only journalist to 
see Miss Quinlan, first vikted her on 
May 17, 1976. 
“My reaction was not shock but deep 
pity — a feeling of ‘(Mi, this poor 
child’,” she writes. 
Quinlan, an Irish Catholic, tells how 
it would be nearly three months after 
Karen went into a coma that he was 
able to accept what he would come to 
believe was God’s will. 
“I could hear people all around me 
saying that Karen might never 
recover, and I knew they were wrong. I 
thought what they were saying was 
obscene. I couldn’t bear talking to 
them, and I tried not to listen to than,” 
he said. 
Miss .Quinlan lapsed into a coma 
April 15, 1975, after taking a com­ 
bination of alcohol and tranquilizers.

The crop is 
estimated at 13.2 million bales, a gain 
of 25 per cent from the 1976 harvest. 
The cotton inventory at the start of 
the new marketing year on Aug. I was 
down 2.9 million bales from 3.7 million 
a year ago. But by next Aug. I, the 
cotton carryover is expected to in­ 
crease to about five million bales. 
“Despite the larger supply and more 
competitive cotton prices, U.S. mill 
use is expected to remain around last 
season’s 6.7 million bales, due to 
sluggish general economic and textile 
activity,’’ the report said. 
Officials said “a similar picture is 
being painted for exports” of cotton in 
1977-78 because of lagging foreign 
textile activity and larger overseas 
crops.

This is the 14th summer we have 
spent on the Gold Coast of Florida. It 
seems backward, but isn’t. I play golf 
four times a week. The sun is hot, but 
no hotter than New York, and less 
oppressive. 
A few miles at sea, a cooling river 
called the Gulf Stream is our ther­ 
mostat. Southeast trade winds move 
hot out of Cuba and cross that 23-mile 
wide river in the Atlantic. In winter, 
the same silent river warms the cold 
mass out of the north. 
Twice, Kelly and I flew around the 
world. And twice, when we were in 
Hong Kong, we wished we were back in 
our Chinese house in Hallandale. Now 
it is almost empty. All our girls have 
fled, to marriage, to a separate home, 
to college. 
Three bedrooms. Now that we can 
afford a fight, we forget how. The 
electric bill last month was $227. Some 
day the utility company may take the 
house. It has already taken us. 
She shops for bargains by day. Or so 
she says. The old dog dozes on his 
paws. The swimming pool is a green 
mirror. No skinny bodies fly high from 
a diving board screaming like 
Comanches. Out front a palm tree and 
two flowering mimosas shade the cars. 
Thousands of books line the library 
shelves, silent, waiting to speak when 
spoken to. The kitchen cabinets look 
like 
overage 
Christmas 
trees, 
festooned with messages Kelly writes 
to herself. 
We have not regretted moving to the 
Gold Coast. The town was small and 
sandy when we got here. There were 
9,500 people. Today, 51,000. Once we 
knew a lot of people. Now, nobody. 
Hotels and condominiums rim the 
edge of the sea like shark teeth. If we 
wish to leave, we can make Nick 
Centonza’s restaurant at old Key West 
in a few hours. On the Gulf Coast, 
Marco Island is 150 minutes away. 
The Gold Coast, which stretches 
from Palm Beach to Miami, is an 
extraordinary place of warmth and 
sun and sand. It is also a place of 
hoodlums and retirees and murders 
and Latin bombings. It’s a clearing 
house for cocaine and marijuana. It 
has two majestic ports for cruise liners 
which cater to warm seas and flying 
fish and a huge orange moon. 
Mockingbirds warble at midnight. 
Alligators drift in lagoons. Near the 
Everglades, great cattle ranches 
flourish. There are race tracks and dog 
tracks and jai alai, but no- casino 
gambling. 
Officials 
spend 
con­ 
siderable time under indictment or in 
prison. They oppose gambling. 
The last time I checked the schools, 
they ran 46th out of 50. Taxes are not 
exorbitant. Police departments are 
professional, except for the rookies 
who use guns as though they aren’t 
sure which side of the law they are on. 
Lots are high. In our neighborhood, 
they used to be $8,000. They just passed 


north with sand and gravel, cement, 
frozen fish, and oranges. 
Men join country clubs for tennis and 
golf, saunas and handball courts. The 
ladies spend two and a half hours in 
classy restaurants lunching and 
preening their plumage. They split the 
check. 
Almost all the bugs are indoors. 
Apartments have double locks. 
The state legislature frightens the 
citizens with capricious and costly 
notions. The honest members appear 
to be confused. The crooks know what 
they want to do. 
Fourteen summers have faded into 
snowy hair and spectacles, bridgework 
and arthritis. We also have Anita 
Bryant — that squeezable fruit. And 
Meyer Lansky, who spends his old age 
waiting outside of grand jury rooms. 
And a governor with a halo of brass. 
Kelly and I wouldn’t trade it for any 
place in the world. ..

Lance Should Have 
Day In Congress 


NEW YORK (AP) - A two-day 
conference is scheduled in Chicago 
later this month on the subject, 
“Terrorism and the American Cor­ 
poration.” No news people will be 
permitted to attend. No registration 
list will be published. 
This, say the sponsors, is in keeping 
with the 
best defense against 
terrorists, “to study them as they are 
studying you,” and to make the 
company 
and 
executives 
in­ 
conspicuous if to do so won’t hurt the 
company’s fortunes. 
“Terrorists rarely strike at ran­ 
dom,” the advance literature relates. 
“ They often research corporate 
targets in depth. They review reports 
and develop carefully constructed 
plans 
to 
exploit 
existing 
vulnerabilities.” 
Signs of the times; This is only one of 
a multitude of social, political, 
bureaucratic and other concerns 
facing today’s multinational com­ 
panies — only one of the issues on 
which companies such as Probe 
International depend upon for a living. 
Probe is a tiny but influential in­ 
telligence concern operated out of 
Stamford, Conn., by Benjamin Weiner, 
a former foreign service officer in 
Southeast 
Asia, 
Europe 
and 
Washington, D.C. Its main client is the 
multinational corporation. 
Concerning political issues, said 
Weiner, multinationals might be land- 
based but really “they are out at sea.” 
They operate on assumptions and 
halftruths; they do not understand 
their countries. Through ignorance 
they blunder. 


This viewpoint is supported to some 
degree by a Conference Board study 
released this week showing American 
multinationals and their executives 
score poorly when tested on their 
knowledge of the countries in which 
they work. 


The horror of it all, as Weiner views 
it, is that these misunderstandngs 
often invite terrorism. 
For multinationals, problems are 
multitudinous. Earlier conferences 
dealt with opportunities and dif­ 
ficulties in the Middle East, bribery 
and corruption, boycott and an­ 
tiboycott, 
Eurocommunism 
and 
prospects in Vietnam (immediately: 
nil; long range: modest). 


In almost all situations, the prospect 
for terrorism or disruption is inherent. 
And since corporations know little 
about dealing with the problems, 
Probe has succeeded with its “trouble 
oriented meetings,” once believed to 
be an anathema. 
It’s pre-emptive attack against 
terrorism begins with the thesis that 
there is nothing you can buy to protect 
yourself. There are no gadgets or guns 
or cages that can provide a seal of 
security. 
This being, so, the best protection is 
said to be a low profile. “ Don’t make a 
public personality of yourself if it 
doesn’t advance your company,” says 
Weiner. Newspaper ads featuring the 
chief executive are foolish from his 
point of view. 
But the details we won’t hear about, 
because terrorism is best combatted 
by withholding information from 
potential terrorists, and in today’s 
society, the potential terrorists may 
not stand out.

WASHINGTON (AP) - To hear the 
President tell it, Carter-sty le welfare 
reform is a many -sp lendored thing . It 
will fig ht p ov erty , create jobs for p oor 
p eop le, help k eep families intact and 
ev entu ally cu t the tax p ay ers’ cost of 
p u blic assistance.

Bu t it shou ld wip e it ou t among 
families where the breadwinner is 
willing to work and able to find a job, 
either temp orarily as p art of the new 
welfare work force or in reg u lar 
emp loy ment. 
Sing le adu lts and childless cou p les — 
inelig ible for p u blic serv ice jobs — are 
left to mak e their own way abov e the 
p ov erty lev el with federal cash 
assistance not ex ceeding $1,100 a y ear. 
The Carter effort is u nlik e an- 
tip ov erty camp aig ns wag ed by p rior 
administrations. It is aimed strictly at 
increasing jobs and income. Carter 
strateg ists say the comp licated social 
p rog rams of the 1960s had little imp act 
becau se they were desig ned to 
ov erride a cy cle of p ov erty that doesn’t 
really ex ist. 
The stu dy of 5,000 families by the 
Institu te for Social Research at the 
Univ ersity of Michig an fou nd the 
nu mber of Americans who are p er­ 
sistently p oor is su rp rising ly small, 
abou t 3 p er cent of the total p op u lation. 
On the other hand, one of ev ery three 
A m ericans has fallen below the 
p ov erty line in at least one y ear be­ 
tween 1965 and 197 5. leading resear 
chers to conclu de: “ Pov erty is mu ch 
less p ersistent, bu t mu ch more p er­ 
v asiv e than mig ht be thou g ht.” 
Most p oor adu lts work when they 
can, the stu dy fou nd, bu t the jobs too 
often do not p rov ide the income to p u ll 
the family ou t of p ov erty . The com­ 
p osition of the family , esp ecially the 
nu mber of adu lts who find work , is the 
cru cial 
elem ent 
in determ ining 
whether a family is p oor. 
The Carter welfare reform p lan 
mu st face the difficu lt q u estion of 
dep endency and p ov erty — and how 
the two are related. 
The reform p lan — with its emp hasis 
on jobs as well as income — aims to 
redu ce dep endency .

C arter's W elfare Plan Not Com plete 


The Circleville Herald, Wednesday September 14, 1977 


EDITORS: When Jimmy Carter was 
campaigning (or presidency, he said 
the federal welfare system was in 
desperate need of reform. In a recent 
message to Congress, the President 
announced his proposed revisions. A 
team of Associated Press reporters 
has examined the Carter plan — 
talking to dozens of experts and 
recipients. The following is the first of 
a three-part series on welfare reform.

WASHINGTON (AP) - To hear the 
President tell it, Carter-style welfare 
reform is a many-splendored thing. It 
will fight poverty, create jobs for poor 
people, help keep families intact and 
eventually cut the taxpayers’ cost of 
public assistance. 
Or will it? 
A close look at the President’s 
welfare package reveals important 
strengths, 
along 
with 
serious 
weaknesses that threaten its chances 
for passage and success. Consider: 
—The $30.7 billion price tag is based 
on a block of iffy assumptions and 
questionable bookkeeping decisions. 
The eventual cost of welfare reform 
could be billions more than Carter’s 
estimate. 
—While the plan may be expensive, 
the rewards could be considerable. 
With jobs, cash and tax benefits, the 
plan would guarantee an income above 
the official poverty level for every 
American family whose breadwinner 
is willing to work and can find a job. 
—The plan would require recipients 
to work and would create public ser­ 
vice jobs — with paychecks as in­ 
centives to keep them. But the 
program provides no new help to move 
this new welfare work force into 
private sector jobs, a move that is 


critical to reducing the number of 
persons who rely on welfare. 
—Because the public service jobs 
would pay only the minimum wage or 
slightly more, the entire welfare work 
force would remain partly dependent 
on welfare benefits. 
—The plan would eliminate financial 
incentives for poor fathers to abandon 
their families. But experts say this 
won’t be enough to overcome the 
family breakup problem. 
These are the main findings of 
Associated Press reporters who 
studied Carter’s plan, discussing it 
with dozens of welfare and manpower 
experts, in and out of government. 
Hearings are to begin in Congress 
this month. 
President Nixon proposed a welfare 
reform package but it ran into a 
congressional crossfire between 
liberals and conservatives. In 1970 
chairman Russell Long bottled it up in 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
The Louisiana Democrat, who still 
chairs the committee, has said of the 
Carter plan, “We have the right to be 
skeptical about cost estimates 
associated with large new programs.” 
Many antipoverty experts urge that 
the Carter plan be given a chance. 
“The Carter plan is a good one,” 
argues Sar Levitan, an influential 
manpower expert from George 
Washington University. 
The key elements of what Carter has 
called “My Program for Better Jobs 
and Income,” are increased cash 
benefits and creation of 1.4 million low- 
wage public service jobs for adults 
who head families. 
If the program is adopted in the form 
Carter has proposed, it will guarantee 
to poor families a yearly income — 
$4,200 for the family of four. Single 
adults could receive up to $1,100.

Income benefits would go not only to 
those who currently receive welfare, 
such as fatherless families and the 
aged and the destitute disabled, but 
also to the working poor who hold jobs 
and are not paid enough to lift them 
above the poverty level. 
“For many, work is simply not an 
escape,” says Levitan. “More than a 
million family breadwinners are now 
working for less than the minimum 
wage ($4,784 this year).” The poverty 
level for a family of four is about 
$5,600. 
A 10-year University of Michigan 
study of 5,000 American families 
concludes that more than half of those 
with incomes below the poverty line 
worked at least part of the year. 
Labor Secretary Ray Marshall says 
the strength of the Carter plan is that it 
will lift out of poverty these working 
poor and millions more who are 
unemployed and who would take jobs if 
available. 
He says the combination 
of 
minimum-wage public service jobs 
and cash benefits will produce income 
16 per cent above the poverty level in 
1981, the first year Carter’s program 
would be in full effect. 
Though Carter says he is “scrapping 
the whole system,” the guts of his 
proposal is mostly a consolidation of 
current programs — Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children — AF DC — 
Supplementary Security Income — SSI 
— for the aged and disabled, and food 
stamps. 
Carter calls for federal 
ad­ 
ministration of the system that has 
largely been the province of state and 
county governments. 
The newest element, and probably 
also the weakest, is the public works 
job program. While state workfare 
plans have required recipients to work 
for their benefits, those plans have 
largely failed in the past because jobs 
were not available. 
The Carter plan would cure that by 
creating 1.4 million public service jobs 
paid for from the federal treasury and 
run mainly by local governments. The 
jobs would pay only the minimum 
wage, or close to it, ensuring that 
jobholders remain partly dependent on 
welfare. 
Labor unions are concerned. They 
fear the new army of lowpaid work­ 
ers will depress wage increases and 
threaten job security. “Ifs unac­ 
ceptable, totally,” says Jerry Wurf, 
president of the American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employes, AFL-CIO. 
Labor Secretary Marshall says he’s 
convinced the program can be made to 
work, although he concedes it will take 
vigorous policing to prevent local 
officials from using the welfare work 
force to do jobs belonging to regular 
government employes, 
- - 
One provision affecting the working 
poor would put more money in their 
pockets by expanding the earned in­ 
come tax credit — in effect, giving 
them tax rebates or tax cuts. 
Expanding benefits and eligibility 
and setting up the jobs program is 
going to cost many federal tax dollars. 
When the skeleton of Carter’s 
proposal was released in August, he 
put the added cost at $2.8 billion. But 
that is probably a rock-bottom 
estimate; the program also calls for 
$3.4 billion in tax credits for families 
earning up to $15,600 per year, includes 
$1.3 billion in receipts from a proposed 
tax on domestic oil and gas, and 
assumes $400 million in fraud and 
errors will be rooted out from related 
programs and spent on welfare. 
Counting all those, the total added cost 
of the Carter program would be nearly 
$8 billion yearly. 
Even that may be optimistic, since 


the estimated number of welfare 
recipients is based on an assumption 
that the economy will continue to 
improve and that unemployment will 
decline from 7.1 per cent to 5.5 per 
cent. If the jobless rate remains high, 
the welfare pricetag could explode as 
more people seek welfare and public 
service jobs. 
“A couple of points change in the 
unemployment rate really has a big 
kick,” says Mike Barth, deputy 
assistant secretary at the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare. 
When all is said, Carter’s program 
boils down to an ambitious, though 
undeclared war on poverty. It is not 
designed to end poverty for everyone. 
But it should wipe it out among 
families where the breadwinner is 
willing to work and able to find a job, 
either temporarily as part of the new 
welfare work force or in regular 
employment. 
Single adults and childless couples — 
ineligible for public service jobs — are 
left to make their own way above the 
poverty level with federal cash 
assistance not exceeding $1,100 a year. 
The Carter effort is unlike an­ 
tipoverty campaigns waged by prior 
administrations. It is aimed strictly at 
increasing jobs and income. Carter 
strategists say the complicated social 
programs of the 1960s had little impact 
because they were designed to 
override a cycle of poverty that doesn’t 
really exist. 
The study of 5,000 families by the 
Institute for Social Research at the 
University of Michigan found the 
number of Americans who are per­ 
sistently poor is surprisingly small, 
about 3 per cent of the total population. 
On the other hand, one of every three 
Americans has fallen below the 
poverty line in at least one year be­ 
tween 1965 and 1975, leading resear­ 
chers to conclude: “Poverty is much 
less persistent, but much more per­ 
vasive than might be thought.” 
Most poor adults work when they 
can, the study found, but the jobs too 
often do not provide the income to pull 
the family out of poverty. The com­ 
position of the family, especially the 
number of adults who find work, is the 
crucial element in determining 
whether a family is poor. 
The Carter welfare reform plan 
must face the difficult question of 
dependency and poverty — and how 
the two are related. 
The reform plan — with its emphasis 
on jobs as well as income — aims to 
reduce dependency. But, unless the 
poor can move from public service 
jobs to jobs in private business, the 
issue of dependency will remain as one 
of the toughest problems of the 
American society.

New Code Book 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A code 
book containing some 4,000 state rules 
and regulations is now available to 
students of government bureaucracy 
at $50 a volume. 
Two 
volumes 
of 
the 
Ohio 
Administrative Code are already 
available through Banks-Baldwin Law 
Publishing Co. of Cleveland and two 
more are on the way. 
When the set is completed as many 
as 8,000 rules will be available in one 
compilation for public scrutiny, ac­ 
cording to Mary Ann Orlinski, ad­ 
ministrator for rules codification at 
the Legislative Reference Bureau. 
The volumes will be updated and 
new ones published as regulations are 
revised, amended, updated and added 
through administrative action. 
The 
concept 
of 
codifying 
bureaucratic rules in one readily 
available 
set 
of 
books 
was 
an 
outgrowth in 1975 of increasing 
legislative concern over unchecked 
bureaucratic rule-making. 
State laws are enacted by elected 
officials through the legislative 
process, but in creating government 
agencies lawmakers bestow certain 
rule making powers on appointed 
officials. 
That 
is 
the 
genesis 
of 
the 
bureaucratic maze that has drawn the 
wrath in recent years of the public and 
politicians, although the latter group 
often in effect criticize the end result of 
their own creations. 
The Ohio Administrative Code came 
into being through a law sponsored by 


Hoosiers May 
G et Tax Cut 
N ext Year 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Gov. Otis 
Bowen says because the state’s 
reserves are growing much fatter 
than expected, a 5 per cent cut in the 
amount Hoosiers pay in individual 
income taxes might be possible next 
year. 


Bown has been under fire from 
Democrats for maintaining high state 
surpluses.

Bowen told the Indiana Home 
Builders Association Tuesday, “Even 
though state government has to 
operate on a sound fiscal basis, a basis 
backed by money in the bank, state 
government is not and ought not be in 
the banking business.

The private citizen who isn’t ready to 
shell out that kind of money can peruse 
the rule books at the Legislative 
Reference Bureau office at the 
Statehouse. They are open to public 
inspection. 
Except for Miss Orlinski’s $16,200 a 
year salary, her assistant’s $9,000 pay 
and salaries of part-time clerical help, 
the administrative code hasn’t cost the 
state of Ohio anything. 
Banks-Baldwin agreed to publish the 
rules books at no cost to the state and 
depend on profits from sales and 
subscriptions. 
It’s too early to tell how well the 
books will sell, Miss Orlinski said, but 
don’t look for them on any best seller 
lists.

“However, continuing heavy losses 
have made resumption of the talks 
with the Enquirer imperative.

Such is the fascination of the 23rd 
challenge series now being staged in 
the Atlantic Ocean off Newport, R.I.

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Anti-War Leader 
Rudd Surrenders 


NEW YORK (A P) - Mark Rudd, a 
fugitive member of the radical 
Weather Underground since 1970, 
surrendered today at the Manhattan 
district attorney’s office. 
Rudd, who faces a 
variety of 
misdemeanor charges stemming from 
antiwar demonstrations in the 1960s, is 
the first major figure of the clan­ 
destine group to turn himself in this 
year. He was to go to Chicago on 
Thursday to face charges stemming 
from antiwar protests there. 
Rudd, 30, was beseiged by reporters 
as he entered the offices of Manhattan 
Dist. Atty. Robert Morganthau, but he 
would not make any statements. 
Rudd was accompanied by his at­ 
torney, Gerald Lefcourt, 
Rudd was first spotted half a block 
away from the office and was im­ 
mediately surrounded by television 
and newspaper reporters. He had to 
push his way through the crowd and 
seemed to enjoy the attention. 
Rudd was wearing a brown suede 
leisure jacket and was clean shaven. 
After he balked at the repeated 
questions, one frustrated 
reporter 
finally implored, “ Mark, how about 
some of that old thunder you had at 
Columbia?” But there was no response 
from the onetime leader of a student 
revolt at Columbia University. 
Rudd had eluded a sometimes in­ 
tensive F B I manhunt since 1970. His 
“ Wanted” poster still was tacked to 
post office walls from coast to coast 
when 
Lefcourt 
told 
authorities 
Tuesday that Rudd would give himself 
up today. 
“ We have a busy two days ahead of 
us,” Lefcourt said late Tuesday. He 
said Rudd would be flown to Chicago 
on Thursday to face Illinois charges. 
His decision to surrender follows 
earlier reports that the 
Weather 
Underground had split into factions 
and some members wanted to "sur­ 
face,” abandoning the tactics of 
violence 
to 
concentrate 
on 
aboveground political activity.
